Syria’s Position 

‘The announcement by the German Radio 
(quoted by the National Broadcasting Comp- 
Jany of Ameriea). that a large German force 13 
arriving in Ifaq appears to cast a dark shodow 
fof doubt’ on French denials that the Germans 
‘are violating Syrian neutrality to transport 
‘troops to the aid of Iraqi rebels and to be in a 
position to assume control of the vast oil re- 
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sources of Iraq and Iran. If the report of the 
TInnding of German troops in Iraq is correct, 
there ean be litte doubt that the Nazis used 
troop-carrying planes to get the men to Iraq 
and’ that in doing so those planes flew over 
‘Syria, whose neutrality has been loudly pro- 
‘claimed by Vichy. ‘The arrival of German 
troops In Iraq has long becn expected by: the 
British in. the Middle East and, since fighting 
between British and Iraqi forces started, con. 
siderable reinforcements have arrived {0 protect 
ofl supplies to the Mediterranean Fleet from th 
follfelds of Iraq. In Hitler's plan to oust. the 
British from the Mediterranean the contro! of 
‘the Middle East oflficlds is one of the major 
moves and, in order to be able to carryout 
that plan, the position of Syria is vital to Hitler. 
With large forces in Syria he would be able 10 
threaten Iraq and’ Palestine, both of which 
countries are concerned in the supply of oll to 
the Royal Navy, and his projected drive to the 
‘Suiex Canal would be made easier (0 carry out. 
‘On the other hand, however, there remain the 
facts that the British Navy’ sit controls the 
Mediterranean, thus making the transport. of 
German troops by sea to Syria a hazardous 
undertaking, and that considerable British re- 
inforeements have been landed in Palestine 
where a drive from Syria is expected. At the 
present moment Rashid All's coup d'etat in Iraq. 
har given Hitler his chance to land troops Jn 
that ‘country, if he can take it. Whether oF 
not Hitler Will be able to Tand enough troops 
Seriously to threaten British control of Traq 
remains to be seen, but there can be little doubt 
that he will make a determined effort to seize 
the ollfelds in that country and that an open 
invasion of Syria to strengihen his hand in the 
[Middle Bast is included tn his plans. 











Turkey's Attitude 


If there had previously been any doubt as to 
‘Turkey's altitude towards developments in the 
‘Middle East, they should now have been swept 
away by the clear statement made by the 
Foreign ‘Secretary, Mr. Anthony Eden, in the 
House of Commons during the debate on the 
conduct of the war. Since Mr. Eden made the 
‘visit he deseribed, there have been a number 
‘of radieal changes in the situation. Yugosla 

hhas been conquered, the mainland of Grecee 
hhas been overrun by the Nazis, and German 
Intrigue has eaused an embarrassing flare-up in 
Iraq. Tho Nazis have also seized certain islands 
in the sean, which command the entrance to 
the Dardanelles. All these developments con- 
siderably increase the menace to Turkey, yet 
Mfr. Eden was able to state: “I am sure’ that 
loyally to their alliance with this countey. CBri- 
tain) “will, as ever, be the bisis ‘of ‘Turkish 
Doliey.” There is therefore every prospect that 
Turkey will continue to remain a barrier to 

















further aggression in the Middle East, in spite 
of the worst efforts of that prince of plotters, 


‘Hitler will exert his utmost effort to break down 
the Turkish barrier to his aggressions, at firat 
bby negotiation and conspiracy, in the last event 
by resort to force. It is possible, in the uncer- 
tain position of Russia, that he will attempt to 
persuade M. Stalin to exert pressure upon An- 
kara to Hitler's advantage, but it may reason 
ably be’ doubted whether that astute schemer in 
the Kremlin will be blind to the fact that what- 
fever may aerue to the advantage of Nazi Ger- 
many in Asia Minor is definitely against his 
‘own interests. Xi. Stalin may prolong the sus- 
pense by throwing his weight frst into one 
side of the balance and then into the other, but 
whether he will do more can legitimately be 
doubted. The Iragian complication is a serious 
fone for the moment, but the British have taken 
energetic steps to clear It up, and with the 
arrival of more treops in Basta and the sign 
that the Iraqi army is nervous about its sup. 
plice of ammunition which was given when the 
order to conserve all ammunition was issued, 
Jend support to the view that the position there 
will soon ‘be righted. The British in the Middle 
East are in no weaker position now than they 
were before the Battle of Greece. ‘The equip. 
ment lost during the retreat and that which had 
to be abandoned owing to Inability to ship it 
away has already been replaced, presumably 
through the large shipments of American muni. 
tlons which have arrived in the Red Sea. This 
fs most heartening news, With the position in 
such a slate of fux, it would be unwise at this 
time to be over-conifident, but it can be said 
‘without exaggeration thal the British position 
in the Eastern Mediterranean i no worse than 
it has been since the beginning of the Nazi. 
Italian drive back through Libya, It may even 
be better in some respects, since the release 
of strong forces of South African troops from 
Abyssinia can now only be @ matter of doys. 








Italian Empire Day 


Friday wasitalian Empire Day, the date of the 
official inauguration of the formal Italian rule 
of Abyssinia, ‘That rule no longer exists, Nor 
oes that empire. On this day’ the world can 
be reminded of the significance of the declara- 
tion made by the Rome government when It 
took over its slice of former Yugoslavia, tbat 
the area was to be incorporated into the “king 
dom” of Italy, not the “empire.” Though at that 
time the Tlallane had regained their control of 
Aibania through German assistance, and had, 
along with the German troops and with the 
help of German tanks, swept back over the 
territory. in Libya the British had conquered, 
there was enough vealiom left among the Fas. 
cists to enable them to realize that it would 
be idle for them to claim control of an em- 
pire which was being fought for betwoon ‘the 
Germans and the British, with the Italians 
themselves playing a minor role ax supporters 
of the Germans. Today the fate of Libya ean 
be regarded as in the balance. Ethiopia, Italian 
‘Somaliland, and Eritrea have been fost, Whe- 
ther they will ever be regained by the Italians 
depends not so much upon the efforts put forth 
by Mussolint’s hordes as upon the success won 
by the Germans against the British. And this 
success soems at the present to be ‘more than 
problematical. 1t is, therefore, likely that the 
celebrations of Friday's anniversary will be ob- 
served only in a minor key, It Js more thon 
Wkely that one or other of those egregious 
publicists, Signors Gayda or Ansaldo, will come 
‘out today with some flamboyant announcement 
of the triumph of Mussolini's arms, ‘The state. 
ments of both gentlemen have, however, for 
0 long been tainted with falsehood that it will 
bo doubtful whether even the Tallan people 
will believe them. As for the Germans, who 
have been seriously embarrassed by the Un- 
‘expected inefleiency of thelr partner in the, 
Axis, they will doubtless receive the claims’ 
with’ the scorn that they deserve, The record 
of thie so-called Italian empire is a grim one. 
‘What did Mussolini, the self-styled “Protector 
of Islam” do {0 the natives of Libya, all good 
/Mohammedans? The story of the Italian rule 
fn that province is one af the utmost cruelty 
‘oppression. None of the improvements 
‘which Ialy designed in that colony was planned 
Tor the benefit of the natives. Instead, those 
natives were forcibly removed from thelr hold 
so that these holdings could be made 
le for unwilling colonists from Italy it 
. The slightest sign of opposition was visited 
with the most condign puntshment, The result 
was that a fear and hatred of the Ttallans was 
sown throughout that part of the Moslem world, 
Which only liberal bribery of the most _venal 
elements could conceal. The spontaneous rise of 
fn Abyssinian “patriot” movement on the Bi 
tish invasion of that country 
to the hatred folt there against Ialian rule. The 
allan use of mustard and othef gases against 
‘the comparatively unarmed Ethiopians, the 
atrocious slaying of between two and’ Kix 
thousand Abyssinians by Marshal Graziani in 
revenge for an attempt at bombing of his head- 
quartets, are not forgotten. Let Ttalians today 
sing the’ praises of their empire, but let them

“What makes you think we ‘might attack you?” 
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A FOOLISH MAN 
May 7. 

Whenever Hitler makes a speech, such as 
the one he did in the Kroll Opera House in 
Berlin on Monday, cither one, or the other 
of the two Italian back-chat comedians, 
Signor Gayda, or Signor Ansaldo, ean be con- 
fidently expected to underline what was or 
was not said, On this occasion the task has 
fallen upon the shoulders of the former, and 
in the "Giornale d'Italia” he now declares 
{hat Hitler will make no more peace offers, 
and that from now on any peace initiatives 
will have to come from Britain. That was 
probably written more for the sake of home 
consumption in Italy than with any idea of 
making any valuable contribution to the con- 
duct of the war, for it is eminently desirable 
that, if Italian forces cannot secure successes, 
the gains achieved by the Germans in assist 
ing Mussolini from the mess he got himself 
into in the Balkans should be emphasized 
as mutual. It is true that in his speech 
Hitler said nothing about peace. What could 
he possibly have said? When his appeal 
f last year for Great Britain and her Allies 
to return {o reason” was 30 contemptuously 
rojected, he fully realized that, if he laid 

himself ‘out again for a similar rebuff, it 
‘would certainly be administered. 

Britain wants nothing of peace until victory 
has made it possible to liquidate the iniquit- 
ous system which Hitler is endeavouring to 
force upon Europe, and ultimately the world 
at large. , There can be no question now of 
anything in the nature of a negotiated peace 
which would after all be no more than a 
temporary compromise. ‘There will be no 
peace initiatives from Britain, She will con- 
tinue to fight, along with those who feel like 
her, until Hitler does exactly what Signor 
Gayda says he will not do, namely sue for 
terms, ‘The principle feature of those will 
be the disappearance of Nazism and Fas. 
ism, the restoration of the occupied coun- 
tries of Europe to their former liberties, and 
aan opportunity given the Germans them- 
selves. to recover a decent Government 
liberated from -the soul deadening doctrines 
which Hitler has so successfully preached to 
them, 

If proof of the British attitude in this mat= 
ter were required the refusal to entertain 
the Turkish offer of mediation with the re- 
bel Iriq Government, provides it, Tt is im~ 
possible to negotiate with a Government 
Which but two weeks ago broke the terms 
of the Anglo-Iraq Alliance and ranged itself 
‘on the side of the Axis, Not untit it, has 
been brought down, and those Iraqi known 
to be loyal to thelr’ undertakings have been 
restored to power will it be possible to con- 
sider any suggestions of mediation between 
the two countries. Tt is quite clear that any 
Anglo-Iraq pence, which did not ensure the 
safety of the oilfields, and the certainty that 
their products would not yo to assist the 
very worried Hitler in fighting his war, could 
not be at all acceptable, and the British 
‘attitude must be that either they continue 
to have the benefits of the Iraq ollficlds, or 
that the latter shall be reduced to such a 
state that they shall be of no use to the 
enemy. 

Should additional proof be wanted of 
Britain's attitude towards peace at this 
purticular moment, the reaction to the ballon 
essai on the subject, published recently in 
the “Japan Advertise which ereated stich 
avsensation in the United States, provides it. 
In America it was almost unanimously re- 

« Jected as wholly unacceptable. In Britain it 
Yeceived but the merest passing notice. What 
$0 many people fail to understand is that 
until Britain with the aid of the United 
States’ industry has built up a material 
superiority over the Germans there can be 
nothing in the nature of a decisive action 
vine way or the other, On bulanee, up to the 
present moment, it may be safely concluded 
that Britain is in a more favourable position 
now than, she was almost a year ago. The 
Germans already forced to nine months’ more 
fighting than they originally anticipated, have 
now been told by thelr leader of the pos- 
sibility of hostilities Insting into next yea 
In the circumstances Hitler’s abstention from 
talking of peace can be understood. For 
Signor Gayda, however, to talk as he has is 
Just plain silly, 














GERMAN STATISTICS 
: May 7. 

‘This journal has at intervals had occasion 
to deal with the figures which the enemy 
have from time to time published regard- 
ing the casualties said by them to have 
been inflicted upon the British mereantile 
‘marine, by the German blockade, and upon 
the R.A.F. with-something more than sceptic- 
ism, namely, ‘complete disbelief. ‘That has

with those put out by the Germans. ‘The 
former may be sometimes late, in order not 
to give valuable information to the enemy, 
but when they are published they are at 
Teast definite, and not subject to the manifold 
variations with which the Germans  mani- 
pulate their statistical versions of the activi- 
ties of their submarines and aeroplanes. It 
is now apparent from what appeared in the 
enemy news service yesterday that the fiti- 
tious claims of the German propaganda 
machine, have in themselves been based, at 
least. so fair as niveraft are concerned, upon 
untrue stories as success told by German 
pilots themselves. That was regarded as a 
probability some’ months ago when it was: 
suggested in these columns that the individual 
desire for the Iron Cross, that holy symbol 
whieh has become so infamous in Nazi 
hands, has caused many a German fying 
foMcer’ to make claims which were not justi= 
fed. 

‘That is now tacitly admitted in the follow- 
ing enemy dispatch regarding new regula~ 
tions requiring definite proof of alleged Ger- 
man air vietories -— 

Berlin, May 6—(Transocean)—New regula- 
tions for claiming alr vietories and the des. 
{ruetion and sinking of ships have been lasued 
by the Coln.C. of the German alr foree, twas 
Tearnt from authoritative quarters.

ghting for the cause of Democracy, are 
in fact fighting for the defence of the United 
States. “If today that navy (United States’) 
should make secure the seas for delivery of 
our munitions to Great Britain,” he said, “It 
will render as great a service to our coun- 
fry and the preservation of American free- 
dom as has ever been rendered in all its 
glorious history.” Obviously such a speech 
must have received the President's prior ap- 
proval, for it is regarded as being the most 
outspoken utterance yet made by a respon- 
sible Government oficial regarding the war 
situation, 





















Col. Stimson minced no words with his 
hearers. “Germany,” he said, “has _con- 
fronted the world, including ' the United 


States, with the alternative of abject sur- 
render or uncompromising resistance. 1 
cannot recall that the United States throvgh- 
out its history has ever yielded to such 
demand.” No nation which prides itself in 
its manhood would dream of doing anything 
else. No man worthy of the name would 
do anything but resist Hitler's attempts to 
set the clock back five centuries and establish 
conditions which would be satisfactory only 
to such men of dark, medizeval minds as those 
possessed by himself and his henchmen. 
And in enunciating that doctrine Col. Stim- 
son pointed out that only by the effective 
cooperation of the United States with the 
resisting democracies will it be possible to 
defeat Hitler's ambitions, In his view the 
United States Navy with that of Great 
Britain can render all seas secure. which 
Surround the American continents, They 
can do more. ‘Together they can surmount 
Hitler’s submarine and air blockade of the 
British Isles. Even now it is not so success~ 
ful as he would like the world to believe, 
but with the two great democratic Powers 
acting together the northern Atlantic ean 
We made safe, and the delivery of the much 
needed war material to Great Britain en- 
sured. ‘That, it is quite apparent, Hitler now 
recognizes. . Hence the renewed attacks upon 
British ports. His theory seems to be that, 
if it is impossible to prevent ships reaching 
the British Isles, the only thing remaining to 
bbe done is to damage the port facilities as 
mutch as possible in order to delay the turn- 
around as much as possible and consequently 
reduce the speed with which American sup- 
plies can be delivered. 

‘Thus the world now sees the men who 
during the last two decades have been work- 
ing assiduously for peace brought to realiza- 
tion that there can be no peace until the 
ambitions of ruthless men have been brought 
to naught. ‘There can be no security in the 
world until the aggressor Powers are shown 
that aggression cannot pay, that force settles 
nothing, that the future of the world must 
be governed by a univeral determination to 
settle international disputes by judicial 
means. . That the history of the relations be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
for a long time past has shown to be entire- 
ly possible. The fight has to go on until the, 
forces of law and order gain the day agai 
‘Those forces carry with them a spiritual 
reinforcement which the very material 
criminality of the dictators can ‘never hope 
to possess. ‘Those forces will ultimately 
triumph, and the Government of the United 
States, backed by public opinion, is increas- 
ingly determined to assist them with all the 
resources at thelr disposal,

‘The snnouncement of the intention of th 





Trom Hongkong for the purpose of sale at 
reasonable rates has already had its effect 
upon the riee market during the last few 
days, ‘There has already been a substantial 
drop in price, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that even lower levels will be reach= 
ed. It is to be hoped that this is the case, 
for there is plenty of evidence available to 
show that in the past there has been gross 
profiteering, and that the staple food of the 
Chinese has been manipulated in a thorough~ 
ly unscrupulous mariner. Huge quantities of 








rice amounting, according to some, to as 
much as 1,600,000 bags have ;been held in 
storage awaiting even higher prices, and the 
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Council decision has nd the effect of 
stopping the upward trend and bringing 
about a movement in the opposite direction. 
‘That the price of rice has recently had no 
real relation to the state of the outside 
market is revealed in the last issue of the 
“Hongkong Weekly Press" to hand, which 
records growing agitation there over ‘the i 
creasing cost of the cereal. 

As on April 18 the wholesale selling price 
of Saigon Rice, containing 25 per cont, broken 
grain. was HIK$14.32 as compared ‘with a 
Janded cost of HKS8.07 per picul and the 
‘question was asked whether a profit of 
HK$5.65 per picul was not .a disgrace, the 
answer apparently being in the affirmative. 
‘Thus the wholesale selling price in Hongkong, 
for this type of rice was equivalent to 
around CNS68 ‘a picul. The difference be~ 
tween that figure. and the reported local 
highest of CN.$150 of say’ $88 cannot. be 
accounted for by. extra freight from Hong- 
kong, whatever import levies may be impos~ 
ed plus a reasonable profit, and the only pos~ 
sible conclusion to be drawn is the one on 
which this journal has already frequently 
insisted, namely, that the local rieo market 
has for’ some months past been the fruitful 
ground of very considerable and heartless 
profiteering, 

‘When the dangers likely to acerue from 
this type of manipulation became apparent 
all manner of suggestions were advanced as 
to the best means of stopping what was 
going on, and the general conclusion ex- 
pressed by the authorities seemed to be 
either that some of the schemes propounded 
‘would be too costly, or that they did not 
have the power to do anything in the mat- 
ter, As things became worse, and threaten 
ed to become worser, action ‘was oventually 
taken as the result ‘of investigations, and 
whether the authorities had the power or 
not it was felt that something had to be 
done, which led to the decision to import 
Saigon rice from Hongkong for cheap sale. 
‘That policy of laissez faire has cost the 
community very many millions of dollars, 
not only in the increased cost of rice to the 
purchasers, but to employers of labour who 
have been’ obliged to issue substantial rice 
allowances to their employees. ‘There rests 
upon the shoulders of those responsible for 
the delay in taking earlier action to remedy 
the rapidly worsening state of affairs a grave 
responsibility for the huge, unnecessary ex- 
pense {o whieh the community has been put, 

1t has been urged time and again that 
Shanghai is passing through an _unpre~ 
cedented time, and that unprecedented 
means may have to be devised to meet the 
various new problems as they arise, In the 
vice question the authorities have been 
forced by circumstances to take action, and 
that only at very long last. ‘The «decision 
which ultimately was reached and is now 
being put into effect should have been 
taken months ago. Tt has now been de- 
monstrated that something could have been 
done long vefore the price of rice w 
allowed to rise to the heights it did, and 
whether it was the fault of the system of 
government, as some contend it was, or the 
reluctance to solve new problems with new 
methods, the fact remains that hesitation to 
make a'decision has been costly in the ex~ 
treme. It is to be hoped that the new 
Provisional Municipal Council will take to 
the consideration of fresh problems minds ax 
unhampered as possible by rulings of the 
past, and that they will bring to the ex- 
ecution of their duties that breadth of vision 
which will prevent such delays as that which 
has occurred in dealing with the rite ques= 
tion. 


























THE WAR DEBAT 





May 9. 

When the House of Lords unanimously 
passed the vote of confidence in Mr. Winston 
Churchill's Government, and the House of 
Commons did so with’ only threo dissen- 
tents, a striking display of solidarity was 
aiven, “rhe legislature as well as the coun- 
iuy is firmly behind the Prime Minister and 
the determination to prosecute this war to a 
sueceésful conclusion has in no way been 
modified by the declarations of Mr. Churchill, 
Con.paring the debates in the two houses 
with the recent session of the Reichstag the 
world ist large can observe the vast difference 
between the democratic system of Great Bri- 
tain, with liberty of: speech and eriticism, 
and’ the tyranny’ of the Nazis who brook 
neither. Hitler merely harangues his listen 
fers with an enormous number of ridleutous 
statements, which they have to hear in 
silenee. Any attempt to debate his conduct 
fof the war would indeed be the precursor 
fof that revolution with which this, war will 
in all probability end. Free debate and 
criticism is the last thing which the dictat- 
rial system can afford to tolerate; It must 
bbe regarded at all times as completely in 
fallible, 

From the lengthy reports of the speeches 
which have come to hand, it can be seen 
that such a debate as this can only be ea 
ried on‘ under very well understood limita 
tions. ‘The most obvious one is that nothing 
should be said which might be of any as- 
sistanee whatever to the enemy, and be-

‘That is the signifle- 
ance of the practically unanimous vote in 
the Commons. 

‘The statements of the Prime Minister, and 
Mr. Eden with regard to Greece, and’ Iraq 
indicate that the suspicions as to the offciency 
of the British intelligence service are not 
well founded. As far as the German in- 
vasion of the Balkans is concerned the Brit- 
ish Government had ample forewarning. 
‘The high command made the best disposi- 
tions it could considering the resources at its 
disposal. With regard to Iraq the Foreign 
Office was equally alert, requesting that 
forces should be sent to that country long 
before there was any imminent danger of 
the coup d'état. Tt was not militarily feasible 
to do 80 at the time, and the blame for 
earlier action not having been taken cannot 
rest upon the Foreign OMice. Nevertheless, 
‘Mr. Churchill did admit that mistakes had 
-been made, notably in Cyrenaica. It is clear 
that that province was much too lightly held. 
But mistakes are made in all wars. ‘The 
Germans made their greatest in this when 
they failed to strike at Great Britain after 
Dunkirk, when with a completely unpre~ 
pared Britain the chances of a successful 
invasion ‘were at thelr highest. ‘The fact that 
‘the Government has not replaced General 
Sir Archibald Wavell.is not only a sign of 
thelr confidence in him, but of their re 
cognition of the fact that he did the best 
possible having regard to all the circum- 
stances, ‘These have apparently been con- 
siderably improved since the withdrawal 
from Greece, and the steady arrival of re- 
inforcements in Egypt, Mr, Churchill has re~ 
vealed that there are now half a million men 
under General Wavell, very many more than 
when the Italians were so splendidly dealt 
with, and a steady concentration ir Egypt 
is becoming possible by the liquidation of 
allan resistance in Abyssinia, Africa and 
the Somalilands. ‘There is consequently good 
reason to regatd the future developments 
in the eastern Mediterranean with a quiet 
confidence as to the ultimate outcome. 

Mr: Chuvebill in winding up the debate 
posed as no confirmed optimist. He did not 
attempt in any way to paint’ a picture in 
rosy tints, but rather put the whole case in 

. terms of the completest sanity. "I ha 
never underrated our problems and dangers.”

‘Tuesday, it might be remarked in passing, 
was the commencement of summer.

‘They have a 
greater grief than the mere advent of sum= 
mer, for all those who did not hold the 
winning ticket in the Champions sweepstake 
have got to go back to work for another six 
months, until chill autumn again reseats the 
oddess of chanco in her throne. Somebody, 
somewhere, has already forecast that next 
month will be warm and damp. ‘That type 
of prophecy is just as easy as that which 
enables. soothsayers to inform theit clients 
that.it will be dark on Sunday night. But 
the harbingers of summer have already been 
noticed. The swallow has arrived—meaning, 
of course, the ornithological specimen and 
not the act of ingestion which is always 
hhete—and the note of the Indian cuckoo 
has "been heard in the land, It is to be 
noticed that summer came to Shanghal like 
a thiet in the night for Tuesday was as un- 
pleasant a day as could be wished for, on 
the cold side and somewhat damp. Wednes- 
day was a little better, while yesterday was 
still more so. But ‘despite the Chinese 
calendar, despite the swallow, despite the 
Indian cuckoo, this summer up to the present 
is still remarkably springike. 

‘That may mean much or nothing. But the 
time is surely coming when the great heat 
will descend upon this part of the world, 
when the oft-repeated phrase “It is not the 
Theat bub the humidity" will fall from a 

















thousand lips as if some fine new: discovery 
had just been made. Perhaps it is said so 
often because humanity finds some slight 
comfort in the admission of an incluctable 
fact. So it will soon be not the heat but 
the humidity which will matter. It is some~ 
what'of a pity that no poct has sought to 
do justice to Shanghai under the influence 
of summer. Perhaps that is because it is 
not altogether a pleasant subject. Yet one 
‘Thomson does not do at all badly in verse 
which to some extent might be applied to 
this port : 
All-conqyering Heat, O, intermit thy wrath! 
‘And on my throbbing temples, potent thus, 
‘Beam not so fierce! incessant still. you flow, 
‘And still another fervent flood succeeds, 
Poured on the head profuse. In vain I sigh, 
‘And restless turn, and look around for night; 
Night is far off; and hotter hours approach. 
It will be noticed that he has. done full 
Justice to the heat, but has left out the 
humidity, and consequently the application 
4s not quite so complete as could be desired. 
‘Then, of course, so far as Shanghai is con- 
cerned, he is all wrong about sighing for 
night to come. A correspondent in another 
‘column touchingly refers to summer nights, 
when sleepers with open bedroom windows. 
will be harassed by the unseemly sourid of 
the motor horn. ‘The authorities promise 
that before the real heat has arrived some- 
thing will be done to reduce the noise made 
by motor horns. But this comforting assur- 
ance should not be accepted too literally. 
‘There will still be motor horns, and flends 
to play upon them, and, while the cacophony 
will, it is promised, be less, it will be there 
to rend the quietness of the still hot night. 
‘Then there will also be that lovable little 
creature the mosquito. Apart from the 
affectionate interest she is apt to take in 
really trying to get beneath the human: skin, 
there is also her pleasant note, How many 
a human this summer will be lulled into 
‘wakefulness by her song as she goes about 
her work of spreading joy and pleasure 
throughout the dark hours? How many 
sleepers will turn on their dampened pillows 
murmuring benisons upon that pleasant little 
creature? Not many it is to be feared. 
‘Much has been said of man's ingratitude to 
man, but it is as nothing compared with man’s 
ingratitude to the mosquito. Just think of 
it. Health departments spend much money 
to exterminate a minute insect who only 
asks to live and let live. Thousands of 
people seek to suffocate it with obnoxious 
incense until indeed it becomes plain that 
the mosquito is regarded as a veritable 
Ishnvael amongst insects. Then there will be 
the itinerant food seller, who, as he passes 
up one alley and down another, proclaims 
his coming with strokes on a musical piece 
of bamboo, as if anhouncing that Pippa 
passes and all's well with the world. ‘There 
fare these and other pleasures to be anti- 
cipated during the summer which is now 
here, and if there is any reader who does not 
realize that this, as Artemus Ward would say,

DEVELOPMENTS IN IRAQ 
May 10. 


If the report that Rashid Ali, the Iraq rebel 
leader, has fled from Baghdad proves. to be 
correct, Mr. Churchill's speculation, in the 
course of his speech during the debate on the 
war in the House of Commons, that possibly 
the revolt had gone off half-cock, will have 
een justified. It is interesting to review 
what ‘has been happening in Iraq in. the 
light of recent developments. | Mr. Churchill 
has made it quite plain that the representa 
tives of the Foreign Office were all along au 
courant with what was going on, and attached 
ie importance to the activities of German 
agents amongst those Iraqi opposed to the 
then Government. -It was a year ago that 
the Foreign Office commenced asking for 
troops to be sent to Iraq to’ protect the lines 
of communication in accordance with the 
‘Anglo-Iraq treaty. Tt was not possible to 
send them then. Every available man was 
‘wanted in the Nile valley. Marshal Graziani, 
with his numerically much more superior 
force, constituted a definite threat to Egypt, 
and to have further weakened the British 
forces waiting to oppose him in order to 
‘mend the situation in Iraq, might at that time 
have proved fatal to the British position in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

‘Without the necessary forces it was difficult 
to make headway against the intrigues of 
Rashid All in favour of the Axis Powers. 
His object, apparently, was to have every- 
thing ready for the Germans as soon as they 
could reach Iraq. Where he seems to have 
gone off half-cock les in the fact that he 
launched his coup «état before the Germans 
‘were within’ reach of. his country, and 
the British very quickly moved into 
action. Strong British forees were promptly 
Tanded at ‘Basra assuming control of “one 
of the most highly important | bridge- 
heads in the east, reinforced the British gar- 
ison at Habbaniyah, which the Iraqi started 
to besiege, and bombed Baghdad and other 
military objectives with effect. Mr. Churchill 











‘was able to announce in the House of Com-_ 
mons that the’ garrison at Habbaniyah had 


‘made a sortie, routed the besiegers, taking’ 
434 prisoners, and inflicting about 1,000 
casualties on the enemy. It is suggested that| 
this particular slege has now been broken, 
‘and that the British are now in control of| 
those positions from which the Iragi main- 
tained an artillery bombardment of the Hab- 
baniyah aerodrome. 

It would be premature to suggest that 
the revolt has as yet been broken, but ‘| 
itis true that Rashid Ali has fled, and that 
the Regent. Abdul Mah, friendly’ to Great 
Britain, is on the point of returning to| 
Baghdad, it should not be long before order 
Is restored, and the old relations between the 
British and Iraq Government re-established. 
‘The visit of the rebel Iraq Minister of War to 
Ankara is in itself interesting. Arriving in 
the Turkish capital, obviously for the purpose 
of endeavouring fo.enlist Turkish sympathy, 
he received no weleome owing to the fact 
that Turkey has not recognized the new 
Government. It is more than likely that re- 
cognition will be withheld certainly as Jong] 
fas there is any doubt as to the permanence 
fof the new Government, and the conclusion 
to be drawn is that Turkey will do nothing 
which may be calculated to establish the 
rebel Government firmly in power, but at 
the very most will wait and see what deve- 
opes. 

‘What is perfectly clear from all that has 
happened is that those who criticized the 
British Government in the House of Commons. 
‘were not well apprised of what had been 
happening, and drew conclusions unfavour~ 
able to the Government from the scant in- 
formation which was at their disposal. ‘The 
intelligence service of Great Britain proved 
itself to be completely well informed as to 
what was going on in Iraq, that military 
exigenees prevented action upon that inform 
ation sooner, but that when such action was 
necessary it’ was promptly carried out with 
‘suMicient forces for their immediate mission. 
It fs as well to remember these things for 
there {s far too much criticism indulged in, 
based upon inevitably incomplete information. 











IN SEARCH OF LOVE

‘The White Paper which has just been 
published containing secret German docu- 
ments seized during the dating British raid 
en Lofoten Island off the Norwegian coast, 
clearly shows that as in other occupied coun- 
tries the Germans are by no means having! 
fa happy time. Tt is stated. that the principal 
agent in setting up Germany's “new order” 
the army,—was expected to ingratiate it 
self with the population, but if the latter 
should show resistance ‘then the military 
must strike “ruthlessly and with the severest] 
measures.” It is the old story. If the: 
‘oppressed people cannot find it in their hearts 
to love thelr oppressors, affection is to be in- 
duced by further exhibitions of brutality, But 
it simply does not work. With treachery, 
cruelty, and the sternest suppression the 
Germans are endeavouring to bend the 
peoples of the occupied countries to thelr 
‘will. ‘They are not succeeding, ‘There is 
throughout Norway the expression of active! 
Norwegian opposition to be noted. General 
von Falkenhorst, Nazi Commander-in-chiet in| 
Norway, himselt describes how the attitude] 
of Norway has, “stiffened against our en 
dgavours.” 

‘The fact is that the Nazi at any time is 
remarkably unlovable character.- When he 
‘occupies the réle of a temporary conqueror 
he demonstrates his complete uncouthness, 
and the people of Norway hold him in the 
Gisdain he deserves. That fortunately is 
getting through this remarkably pachyder- 
matous hide not only in Norway, but in 
Holland, Belgium, France and other oceupled 
countries. Quite’ one of the most joyous 
quotations from the White Book is to the! 
effect that German instructions to the! 
nillitary for collaboration with the Gestapo in 
securing the reluctant affections of the Nor- 
‘wegians is to the offect that fortune-tellers| 
and sectarians who “seriously insult” der 
Pithrer are to be arrested. What was to be- 
come of them after that is not made clear. 
Nor does it matter at the moment, for the 
real question is whether it is possible to 
insult Hitler whether seriously or not. ‘The 
‘answer seems to be that it is not, He has 
done that for himself so completely that there 
is no possible spot for another insult to] 
stick. 

From Holland it is reported that the Ger 
man soldiers stationed there are dispirited 
and disillusioned. ‘The Hollander’s use of 
the weapons of ridicule and contempt, to- 
gether with a very manifest faith in ultimate 
Victory for the Allies, results in the German 
soldier writhing in the réle of outcast instead 
of basking as conqueror. In Belgium the! 
same story is told, while it is known that! 
even in oscupled France: the British are still 
receiving valuable assistance from the loyal 
French who loathe the Hun and all his works, 
Goose-stepping before assembled thousands of 
‘enthusiastic fellow-countrymen is a sheer 
delight to the average German soldier, 
‘but when it comes to living in territories the 
Populations of which regard him with the 
utmost scorn, the story is entirely a different 
one. It is reported that the Nazis captured 
in ‘northern Africa regard their Ttallan| 
brothers-in-arms with the greatest contempt. 
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‘The Italians on the other hand look on them, 
with complete dislike. But in the occupled 
countries the German inferiority complex is 
demonstrated by their endeavours to force the 
people to be friendly and attempts to in- 
‘ratiate themselves into thelr affections. 

‘There ts betrayed the stupidity of the Na 
It is difficult to understand how they 
possibly believe that, having wreaked all. the 
slaughter and damage upon the occupied 
countries that the malevolence of thelr im- 
aginations could devise, they can ever 
expect those they are oppressing to have in 
their hearts for them anything but contempt. 
Hitler in seoking to build a greater Reich 
with hidéous brutality has brought down 
upon the heads of the German, people the 
contemptuous hatred of millions of ‘people, 
people who are merely awaiting the arrival 
of that moment when they may take revenge 
for all the-evil thot has been dealt out to 
them. 














TO THEIR MAJESTIES 
May 12, 


Today the thoughts of Britons throughout 
the world will go back to a’ couple, who, 
four years ago in Westminster Abbey, were 
consecrated to the service of thelr people— 
the King and Queen. King George VI, and 
his consort, Queen Elizabeth, will go down in 
history as’ the two who during this great 
crisis in the life of an Empire were in them- 
selves the embodiment of all those qualities 
which Britons hold so dear. It is no light 
task to fill the réle of a monarch, and when 
the King came to the throne, ungroomed for 
the heavy responsibilities involved, there was 
some speculation as to the manner he would 
perform his functions. ‘There was not, how- 
ever, much anxiety on the score, for he was 
recognized to be the son of his father, and 
ina short while he, and his Queen were able 
to show their people that Destiny.had played. 
them no mean trick by calling on the Royal 
pair to assume such high office. Looking 
back over these last four years, nearly half 
of which has now been spent in war it 
can now be realized that Their Majesties 
have played and are playing a wonderful 
part in the history of the Empire, 

Perhaps one of the most important things 
they did’ was to embark on the tour to 
Canada and the United States, The wonder 
|ful demonstration of loyalty to the Throne 
‘which was given in the Dominion was but a 
promise which is now being fulfilled by the 
splendid manner in which the Canadians 
have responded to the call of a menaced 
Empire. In the United States where the 
couple, and especially Her Majesty, captured 
the imagination of the people of the United 
States, there were laid the foundations of 
the growing cooperation which that great 
country is giving to the democracies in thelr 
struggle for freedom. It ‘may be that 
that tour will yet prove to be one of the most 
important factors in the future history of the 
world, for the Empire was greatly touched by 
the manifestations of affection for the King 
and Queen which the Americans so spon- 
taneously gave. ‘There was established a bond 
of sympathy which is now making itsolf felt, 

His father had only come to the throie a 
little over four years when he saw his Em- 
pire plunged into the World War. . ‘The 
staunch leadership of King George V 
throughout that anxious period was such as 
to stamp him for the great man he really 
was. His son is following in his footsteps. 
His devotion to duty is well known, With 
ceaseless energy he busics himself in caring 
for his people, and they because of this 
Second great war make greater demands upon 
him than would normally be the Long 
before Hitler made the mistake of bombing 
Buckingham Palace, thus demonstrating that 
‘the monarchs stood in equal danger with 
their subjects, the King and Queen had com- 
menced visiting the bomb-stricken districts, 
sharing the perils of the victims of Hunnish 
ruthlessness. ‘Their courage, their sympathy 
their ready understanding aroused the 
greatest loyalty in the hearts of those who 
‘were suffering. 

There is something very royal in an ex- 
change of compliments which took place dur- 
ing one such visit. As the King and Queen 
passed amongst their people, a man shouted 
“You are a great King.” His Majesty re- 
plied “You are a great people.” And no mat- 
ter how they are looked at those two sen- 
tences may prove to be very much state- 
ments of cause and effect. For after all there 
is very much to be said for George Eliot's 
phrase— 

A man's a man, 


But when you see a king, you see the work 

Of many tiousand men. \ 

If ever there were a monarch gifted with 
“the king-becoming graces” that man is 
George VI, for surely he has shown all of 
them, especially those of “devotion, patience, 
courage, fortitude.” In his work he has been 
sustained by the gracious charm of Her 
‘Majesty, ft helpmeet for a man “condemned 
to bear the burthen of the nation's care.”. Tt 
is to be hoped that not many coronation an- 
niversaries will pass before a victorious peace 
enables them both to continue their great 
service to the Empire in other and happier 














circumstances. When that time comes the 
loyalty of the British people...will. be. just 
as deep as it is now in their hour of travail.

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THE ATLANTIC BATTLE 
May 12. 

‘The decision of the British Government to 
publish only’ monthly information as to the 
amount of-damage inflicted by the enemy 
upon British shipping is undoubtedly a wise 
one, though it will mean that less inform- 
ation than ever will be available to show 
from: day to day how the Battle of the 
Atlantic is being waged. One of the methods 
devised whereby undue demands shall not be 
‘made upoh shipping is to fly the ever in- 
ereasing numbers of aeroplanes produced in 
‘the United States across the Atlantic. ‘Thus 
as the months pass growing numbers of ma- 
chines of all classes will be winging their 
way from factories in the western hemisphere 
o the aerodromes in the British Isles. Thus! 
the enemy submarine is to be outwitted. Of 
eourse the Germans will do their utmost to 
prevent as many machines as possible reach~ 
ing thelr destinations, but it 1s believed that 
this danger can be successfully handled by 
the RAF. That is one of the means of 
averting some of the dangers of the enemy 
blockade, for more vessels are available for 
carrying foodstuffs and war materials, 

‘To counter this the” Germans have recent- 
ly been paying much attention to the British 
ports. If the latter can be so damaged that, 
ships cannot be rapidly discharged and sent 
out for “more supplies, that in itself. is 
equivalent to a reduction in tonnage. Hence 
recent concentration on ports and harbours. 
‘There is no indication up to the present 
that the ‘Germans have seriously impaired 
the facilities for cargo-handling, but that is 
clearly ‘thelr intention. In this connection it} 
may be that the Germans will shortly revert 
todaylight raids over Britain, to secure greater 
bombing accuracy and consequently dovmore 
damage. ‘There are signs that they are al 
ready ehdeavouring to feel out some means 
of safely attacking Britain by day, but the 
Germans are behaving most cautiously hav- 
ing no stomach for a repetition of the 
punishment which the RA.,—then much 
weaker than it is today;—sueceeded in met 
ing out. 

Should the Germans discover a means of 
raiding Britain by day with some compara~ 
tive degree of safety another phase of the 
Battle of the Atlantic will have been open- 
ed, Much of the indiscriminate night bomb- 
ing over Britain is obviously in the hope of 
dging damage to the growing number of 
aerodromes and the machines which they 
house. ‘That damage has not up to the pre~ 
sent been great, but if the growing aero- 
plane aid to Britain is in any way to be 
Aiscounted accurate, and therefore, day bomb- 
ing will have to be resorted to.” That they 
can deal with’ that just as well ‘this year as 
they did last the RAP, is perfectly con 
fident, and if the Germans do indeed go back 
to their old and expensive tactics it will be 
cither because they fancy they have solved 
the problem which the R/AF, posed for them 
in the battle of Britain, or because of sheer 
desperation and the necessity of forcing a 
speedy Issue, 

Immediate developments in the Battle of 
the Atlantic will depend upon the decisions 
which President Roosevelt is expected to 
make this week with regard to convoying 
American supplies to Great Britain, Quite 
obviously the enemy submarine menace is 
more imposing now than during the latter 
stages of the last war, because the British 
Navy, practically alone, is unable to main- 
fain ‘the extensive convoy system, which 
Britain, France and the United States were 
able to do in the last war. Nevertheless, 
reat as were the losses in shipping last 
month they are still not great enough to 
force that early decision which Hitler wants, 
and with the United States resorting to con- 
voying the war material she manufactures 
the submarine menace may be brought more 
under control. Hitler has threatened that 
should the United States convoy shipping it 
will mean war, but Mr. Roosevelt is faced 
with the fact that, to assist Britain as he 
wishes, war materials have to reach their 
destination safely, and it may very well be 
that he is prepared to see that this is the 
case, 




















INSPIRING HATE 
May 13. 

So far as psychology is concerned the 
Germans again betrayed their utter stupidity 
when on Saturday night they attacked the 
‘most sacred spot of the Empire. It is not the 
damage done to the Houses of Parliament 
which are after all comparatively modern 
buildings, but the attempt on Westminster 
Hall and the Abbey, both of which fortunate- 
ly do not appear to have been so greatly 
damaged as was at frst feared. ‘The des- 
truction of the roof of-the Abbey's iantern 
by fire, happily again of modern construction 
does not appear to have done damage to the 
fabric of the building,” though the famous 
deanery is reported to have been gutted. In 
Westminster Hall, which like the Abbey is 
associated so closely with the history of the 
British races, the remarkable roof is reported 
not to have been too seriously damaged. Here 
ings have held their coronation banquets, 
have lain in state, here famous men have 
stood thelr trials, Indeed the very fabric of 
the building is permeated with the history 








of the British just as much as is the Abbey, 
and attempts to destroy them cannot but 
arouse the greatest anger in the hearts of 
the British, 


‘Such behaviour will not break their spirit, 
Far.from it. It will but serve to harden 
that determination that, come what may, this 
war shall not end until Hitler and his fellow 
criminals are made to pay every jot of the 
heavy debt which they are piling up against 
themselves. Mr. Churchill has promised that| 
when the time eames retribution shall be 
‘meted out to the Germans who are bent on 
wanton destruction quite irrespective of any 
military results which might accrue from it, 
‘The time for that has not yet arrived. It 
will not come until afr parity with the Ger- 
mans has been established. Consequently 
for the time being British endeavour is 
directed against purely military objectives 
and will continue to be. But the British 
People, especially those who have.a deep 
affection for the sacred places of the Empire, 
will expect that sooner or later retribution 
shall be meted out to the Germans. 

‘They will demand that the British shalt 
conduct this war with precisely the same 
ruthlessness as that which is being displayed 
by the Germans. - They will require of their 
Government that an eye shall be demanded 
for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, that when the 
time comes the historic monuments of the 
enemy shall receive no more consideration 
than that which those of Britain are re- 
ceiving. Should this lead to an orgy of wan- 
ton destruction ét will be unfortunate, but 
the faet is that the Germans have asked for 
it. It is imperatively necessary that before 
this war is ended the Germans shall be 
spoken to in the only language they appear 
to understand, fierce retribution, adequate 
reprisals, Who would not be pained to think 
that the cathedral at Cologne had been at- 
tacked by the British and damaged or des- 
troyed? Yet is that edifice any more sacred 
to the Germans than the Abbey or St, Paul's 
are to the British? The Hun must be 
spoken to in the language of the Hun. He 
must be told that no consideration for the 
safety of his holy places will deter the British 
from attacking any and every military ob- 
sective. 

‘There will doubtless be many who will 
Aisapprove of this view. ‘They have expres- 
sed thelr opposition in the past, That was 
at a time when the ugliness of Nazi be- 
haviour was not so apparent as it is now. 
Perhaps it might have been better if the 
procedure which up to the present has 
secured the safety of Athens and Cairo had 
bbeen adopted right from the commencement 
of the war. ‘That is merely being wise after 
the event, and the knowledge which has now 
been gained of Nazi methods demands that 
they shall be answered in kind. It is be- 
ieved that Mr. Churchill will keep his 
promise to inflict retribution upon the Ger- 
mans in full for their monstrous behaviour. 
He may be certain that he will have the 
great mass of public opinion behind him, for 
the British are beginning to hate with a cold 
hatred, the full effect of which the Germans 
have yet to appreciate. 


ABUSE OF ROOSEVELT 
May 13. 

‘The convenience with which the Nazis find 
documents in occupied countries to prove 
anything they wish is astonishing. After 
their occupation of Holland, Belgium and 
Norway they, claimed to have discovered 
documentary ‘proof of their invention that 
Britain and France had been planning {0 
invade the Reich from those countries. ‘The 
truth is, of course, well known: that those 
countries were so anxious to preserve their 
neutrality that they refused all discussions 
with the British and French General Staffs, 
to what was eventually their own detriment. 
‘The only incriminating papers the Nazis 
could have found were those written prob- 
ably in Goebbels’ own office, which, when 
they come to be examined at the end of 
this war, will prove to be the most clumsy. 
forgeries. ‘These remarks are inspired by 
the news published in the “Voelkischer 
Beobachter," a Nazi journal in which Hitler 
still retains considerable stock, that papers 
‘were discovered in Poland which prove that, 
in the journal’s own words: “Not even Mr. 
Churchill bears so much guilt (for the war) 
‘as this North American president and his 
circle. We know from documents found in 
Poland what kind of pressure President. 
‘Roosevelt's confidant, Mr. Bullitt, brought to 
bear on the hesitant ‘Mr. Chamberlain, parti- 
cularly after Munich, to force him into a 
Policy of encirclement, It was President 
Roosevelt, with his promise of help to Bri- 
tain, who lit the conflagration. Without him, 
‘Mr. Churchill would never have entered the 
British Cabinet 

Im connection with this interesting an- 
nouncement it is worth while recapitulating 
the order of events which led up to the: 
outbreak of war. Hitler had first swallowed 
Austria, and had opened his campaign of 
vilification against Czechoslovakia. ‘Munich 
had followed, with the loss to the Czechs of 
the Sudetenland. Then came :the swallow- 
ing of Czechoslovakia itself, in direct viola~ 
tion of Hitler’s Munich pledges. ‘Then came! 
Memel. And the Nazis turned towards 
Poland and, after their recognizable storm 
of abuse and unfounded charges, invaded 
that country, -well knowing that its integri 
was guaranteed by Britain and France. Dun 
ing the period these things were happening. 
numerous attempts to preserve peace were 




















made. During this time Hitler refused ap- 
peals made by President Roosevelt, the Pope. 
the King of the Belgians, the Queen of Hol- 
land, and Signor Mussolini. Mr. Chamber- 
Jain’ had brought his government to the 
verge of overthrow by his persistence in the 
appeasement policy, against a growing storm 
of public opinfon. ‘All the world except the 
Nazis wanted peace. Why then produce at 
this stage this ridiculous charge that Pre 
sident Roosevelt was all the while the nigger 
in the wood-pile, working behind the scenes 
to plunge Europe into war? 

Up to now Mr. Churchill has been the 
“bad man,” the bogey held before the Nazis 
to make ‘them fear that their country is 
going to be torn to pieces. Mr. Churchill had 
for a long time been active in warning his 
disbelieving fellow-countrymen of what the 
Nazis were planning. Against the strongest 
‘opposition he had warned Britain to pre- 
pare, He was among the few who under- 
stood early the menace of Nazidom. But his 
warnings to the British people were not to 
prepare to crush the Nazis, but to prepare to 
meet the inevitable assault which the Nazis 
held in store. If his warnings had been 
heeded, there might exist in Europe today a 
form of precarious peace. But they were 
not heeded. It was in acknowledgement of 
this preseience that Mr, Churchill was taken| 
into’ the cabinet when the catastrophe ar- 
vived. How President Roosevelt can be said 
to have had anything whatever to do with the 
decision is a mystery which it is hoped the 
Nazis will lose no time in explaining. The 
allegation is so palpably untrue that it would 
need no answering, did it not illustrate the 
extreme clumsiness of this form of Nazi 
propaganda, 

This is not the first time by any means 
that President Roosevelt has been made the 
target of Nazi abuse. In the months before 
the outbreak of war, when the increasing 
tempo of Nazi outrages was working the rest, 
of the world into a fury of righteous indigna- 
tion, Julius Streicher announced in his 
“Stuermer” that Franklin Roosevelt had 
Jewish blood in his veins, alleging that one 
of his ancestors, Nikolous Roosevelt, had mar- 
ried a Jewess named Solomon. He also 
declared that President Roosevelt's mother 
‘was of Jewish extraction, on no other evi- 
dence except that her name is Sara, “This 
solves the riddle,” declared Streicher. ...“The 
United States President has sold himself to 
the Jews because.... Jewish blood runs in his 
veins... He is not the representative of. 
Americanism but of Jewry. The Jews of the 
entire world, beginning with the Bolshevist 
agents and the Jewish pediars down to the 
Freemasons and the financial kings, look upon. 
him to help them reach thelr goal of world 
domination and world destruction.” Remem- 
ber what all this diatribe was based upon— 
the alleged marriage of an early Roosevelt to 
8 lady named Solomon and the fact that the 
elder Mrs. Roosevelt's Christian name is Sara!

If the United States 
decides to send supplies to Britain in American 
bottoms, they have the right, therefore, to pro- 
Vent their being sunk without warning or with- 
‘out the proper procedure of a blockading force 
being carried out. In exercising this right, it is 
ostible that the United States may become in- 
volved in naval hostilities with the Germans. Jn 
the eyes of the man in the street, this will, of 
‘course, mean war, but in the eyes of the’In. 
ternational lawyer it may mean nothing more 
than the preventing of an act of"inleroationat 
racy.

Proposal for Peace 
Talks Repudiated 
Moy 12. 


Echoing the statement reported to 
have been made by Dr."Kumataro 
Honda, Japanese Ambassador to| 
China, to the local correspondent of 
the ‘Tokyo “Nichi-Niehi” before his 
departure for Tokyo to confer with 
the central authorities, the “Shanghai 
Mainichi," local Japanese Janguage 
paper, siressed that the only way 
open for Japan fo terminate the 
China conflict 1s to “tear to khreds 
the armed resistance of the Chung. 
‘king régime until it has collapsed.” 


‘The paper discerned in its editorial 
yesterday morning an intensification 
‘of Japanese military operations 
‘against the armed forces of Chung- 
king in various parts of China. ‘Th 
development was believed by the 
paper to be indicative of the deter- 
mination of Japan 40 crush the armed. 
resistance of Chungking. 

Pointing out that even today the 
Key’ to the disposal of the Chilaa 
confict resis solely upon the des- 
truction of the enemy's military 
power, the “Shanghai Mainichi” ex- 
pressed the belief that Chungking's 
mailitary collapse may also be termed 
a pre-Fequisite to the strengthening 
of the “National Government” under 
President Wang Ching-wel, 


Intensification Urged 


‘The daily stressed that the more 
the resistance power of Chungking 
is weakened. the more it ig necessary 
for Japan to intensify her military 
‘operations. 

Describing the present widespread 
Japanese operations against Chung- 
king's armies as delivering a coup 
de grace against faltering enemy 
‘arms, the “Mainichi” expressed the 
conviction that the present Japanese. 
operations in full swing in all parts 
of China are not being carried out on 
the assumption that Chungking’s for- 
‘ces have been strengthened or rein-| 
forced. 

‘The paper recalled a recent state. 
ment made by General Sbunroku 
Hata. Commander-in-Chiet of the! 
Japanese Expeditionary Forces to 
China, upon his return from an 
inspection tour of North and South 
China. that all available means| 
deemed necessary for the entire 
collapse of Chungking’s resistance, 
‘with stress on military operations. 
will be employed with firm deter- 
‘mination. 

Although admitting the impossibil- 
ty of settling the China conflict by 
of military operations. 
the daily stressed that the disposal 
‘of the conflict without armed fores 
is a mere “dream of idle civilians” 


Glimpse of Obvious 
Solution of the China hostilities 
might have been possible without 
military foree had it been under- 
taken ‘prior to. the Seginning of 
hostilities, or before thelr develop- 
ment to the present stage; however, 
nothing short of a miracle could 
settle the conflict now, no matter how 
reat the political ' or ° diplomatic 
efforts made, the paper declared. 
Recalling the remark made by 
Ambassador Honda recently that 
direct peace negotiations with 
Chungking would de more injurious 
than benofleial. the “Shanghal Main}- 
chi" coneluded by pointing out that 
not only direct negotiations, but 
Indirect" negotiations with Chung 
king would be more injurious than 
Yenefielal once the hostilities have 
reached the present stage,

In Rice Market Memory Honoured

‘with Hongkong rice expected in Yesterday atternoon over 350 


‘Shanghal on May 12, hoarders of 
riee “continued “to make special 
efforts to sell thelr cargo. yesterday 
when a further drop of prices was 
registered, The first shipment of 
Hongkong rice bought by the Shang 
hoi Municipal Council is sald to 
‘amount to 50.000 bags or approximate- 
ly 62,500 piculs, each priced at only 
$110, ‘The official price Is therefore 
tmore than $20 cheaper than the 
price of the first grade Saigon rice 
Which fluctuated around $135 yester= 
day. “It is learned that authorities in 
the French Concession will also use 
the same official price for selling 
Salgon rice, which they are buying 
directly from Saigon to the dis- 
appointment of rice. profiteers, 

‘The Chinese press is loud in their 
praise of the authorities of both 
foreign areas. Saying that the people 
‘are much impressed by the wise 
administrative act Tt is said that 
during the past few days profiteers 
were forced to reduce their prices 
by about $20 per picul when they 
earned about the impending arrival 
of Hongkong rice. Tt is predicted 
that by the time the Hongkong rice 
arrives here, all egal prices quoted 
by profiteers. will no longer exist, 
‘The press also welcomes the news 
that a. joint control of importation 
‘and exportation of rice in Hongkong 
and Shanghoi has been brought 
about. 

_ Sale On May 15 

Rice shops are “making arrange 
ments with the Counell for selling 
the “Hongkong rice which, it 1s 
reported, may be commenced on 
May 16." The police are said o-be 
distributing forms to be filled by 
riee shops willing to sell the cheap 
Hongkong rice. “Activities of rice 
shops. are governed by a sek of 
regulations, including the prohibition 
of mixing’ the Hongkong rice with 
any other kind of rice. ‘They are 
required. to provide always enough 
Hongkong rice for sale in business 
hours. ‘The rice is going to be sold 
to residents and it is not to be 
resold, Shop licences will be can- 
celled’ if these rules are violated. 
Another strict rule is, of course, the 
oMcial price, which is not going to 
bo changed and which is to be 
prominently displayed. 

Profiteers have been spreading 
rumours that Hongkong rico 43. just 
Uke the broken Saigon rice which 
philanthropic bodies here have dis 
tributed to the poor, and that while 
buying the rice, customers will have 
to be lined up to obtain a limited 
quantity, These rumours are ground. 
Jess. ‘The first rice ship managed by 
‘hai merchants arrived here on 
‘Tuesday carrying 30,000 bags of 
rice, It {s. reported by the "Shun 
Pao” that the Thais will put six 
‘ships on the run. Improvement has 
algo been seen in the oll and flour 
markets, but the situation stilt leaves 
much to be desired, especially in 
Fespect tothe coal market. 


Rico Profiteering Widespread 
May 9.

‘The 
number of these, latter is, however, 
limited to eight. 

‘The Cape Alava was built by the 
Scaltle and Tacoma Shipbuilding Co. 
in Tacoma, Washington, and is the 
first oat to have been constructed 
there, since the dockyards were com~ 
pleted just before the building of the 
freighter began, She has a not ton- 
mage of 6,751 tons and can carry 
8,950 tons ‘of cargo. Her length ‘is 
418 feet, beam 00 feet and depth 37 
fect and ton inches, 

Turned over to the company on 
April 3, the freighter came here six- 
teen days aftor she had loft United 
States. Her service speed is fourteen 
knots, but it is believed that she sur- 
pass this in necessity. She is run by 
two Diesel engines. ‘The crow is 43 
strong and is all American, 

‘The Cape Alava will remain here 
for about two days, during which she 
will unload ‘her lumber cargo, and

left the house with them, but failed 
fo return. His disappearance way 
discovered by the police, when a 
arty of constables. operating in the: 
area, heard about ‘the strange case 
from. people living in the same lane 
as the missing man. ‘This was re: 
ported to the station and detectives 
Started investigations. which proved 
that the man had not been taken to 
police headquarters. 

The disappearance of the account- 
fant was linked together with the 
‘murder of his employer ten days ago. 
and it was believed that he had been 
taken away because he knew too 
much with regard to the assassina- 
lon of Mr. Kao. The latter, it may’ 
‘be recalled. was foully murdered on 
Avenue Edward VIT on April 22, 
‘The deceased was not known to have 
had any political amtiations and it 
was thought that the murder had 
been committed on personal grounds.

A. most: interesting and attractive 
acquisition to the Museum's collec 
ions are two cases containing per- 
fect full-sized models of the world’s 
most famous diamonds. generously 
presented to the Museum” by Mr. 
R. V. Dent in memory of his father. 
the ite Mr. Vyvyan Dent, long a 
distinguished citizen of Shanghal, to 
‘whose fine collection of gems they 
belonged. One case contains an 
exact replica of the famous “Cullinan” 
diamond as it was before it was cut 
up into smaller stones. as well as 
the brilliant stones into which it] 
was cut. all of which are now 
amongst the crown jewels of Great 
Britain, The Cullinan diamond. in 
is original form. was the largest 
diamond ever uncarthed. Tt weighed 
3.025% carats. which Is more than 
double that of the recently discovered 
“Junker” diamond that coused such 
fa sensation a few years ago when 
it ‘was sold to an American and 
cut up into a number of exquisite 
gems in New York. ‘The “Cullinan” 
diamond was presented ‘by the’ 
‘owners of the mine in South Africa 
in which it was discovered to King 
Edward VIE. 

‘The other case presented “by Mr. 
Dent contains a sct of replicas of 
some 22 other large world-famous 
diamonds. such as the “Koh-I-Nut 
presented to Queen Victoria by the 
Honourable East India Company in 
1850; the “Regent;” the *Stowart:”| 
the “Jubilee” the “Great Mogul 
the “Star of Africa;” the “English 
Dresden” and the “Star of the 
South." While most of these are the 
cual pure colourless type of stone. 
three ‘are coloured. ‘These are the 
“Dresden Green.” which is of a fine 
emerald green colour, the “Hope 
Blue." which is rich "blue like a. 
sapphire. and “Tiffany.” which is 
pale yollow tke a topaz.

In addition 
to the seven men, the flames claimed

‘The fire broke out at one of the 
weaving factories at 545 am. and 
spread rapidly to others. trapping 
30 workers, Several engines from 
the French Fire Brigade raced to 
1@ scene and started 10 rescue the 
‘apped workers, Meeting with great 
difficulties. the firemen managed to 
reseue 23 persons.

‘Sit—With the exception of the 
naval explolts in sinking Axis trans- 
ports, and the bombardment of 
‘Tripoll, the war news of the last 
few weeks has not been bright.

Greece, 
Had Germany not sent garrisons Into 
Maly. the latter would have been 
compelled to ask for an armistice. 
An addition. we must not overlook. 
the moral factor that these disasters 
have created amongst the people of 
Maly, To be licked: decisively in the 
space of two months by the British 
in Atviea., the disgrace of the Alban- 
ian campaign, and last but not least.

‘The deep difference between Sunnn 
and Shia is little understood by 
Europeans. In. Baghdad, in British 
India, in the Netherlands East Indies 
T have talked with many Europeans 
about this question, but even men 
who might have been expected to 
thoroughly understand the difference 
Knew less than nothing about it. 
Even 'T. E, Lawrence in his wonder 
ful "Seven Pillars of Wisdom" a 
not clearly mention this mportant 
question. 

Of this question 1 wilt hore say 
only one thing: the orthodox Islam 
(those of the Sunna) ip strictly. 
monotheistic | (Surate 112 of the 
Koran Shin certainly recognize 
Allah, but also the twelve “imams.” 
‘of which the tweltth, the “hidden” 
imam, is still living ‘in the world, 
‘and must there live because without 
him the world could not exist. He 
Is'a Kind of second deity. This be 
Het, however, is contradictory to the 
Koran, God's Word, ‘special Surate| 
112, the most Important of all the 
Surates, 

‘The “Shi-is" have not the right] 
to read the Koran, ‘This right be- 
Jongs only to their priests, ‘The 
“Sunnis” have not priests and every= 
body can himself read the Koran. 

‘Of the Sunnis, most are puritans. 
the Wahabis, of whom King Ibn 
Saud, of Hedjaz and Nodjed is the 
spiritual head. 

In Iraq the Shin are in the large 
majority, the Royal House, however. 
being Suna, ‘The Regent of the 
Kingdom of Iraq, a Sunni, went| 
after the revolution to Transjordania, 
where the Bir Abdullah is also a 
Sunni. 

‘The leader of the revolution, now 
chief of the revolutionary govern- 
ment of Iraq, Soyyid Rashid Alt 
Gallani, is a Shia according to his 
namo and title. The word “Sayyi 
is more a title than a name and 
means that the bearer is a descend 
ant of All, the son-in-law of Mo- 
hammed, 

‘All_hod a great, reputation with 
the Shia, because he was the frst 
of the twelve “imams.” In Persia 
(ran), a true Shia country, are 
many tens of thousands of “Sayyids," 
but of no one of them is it Ikely 
that he is n descendant of AN and 
the Prophet. 

‘All this makes it clear that the 
revolution. In Traq was caused by 
the centuries-old differences between 
Sunna and Shia, Perhaps German 
propaganda played a part, but this 
{ig not cortain. It fs certain only that 
the Royal House of Iraq could be| 
sure of the sympathy of Great Brit- 
‘ain, and therefore it Is conceivable 
that the revolutionaries should look 
to Germany for assistance. 

German propaganda now talks 
much about “freedom for the Arab 
peoples and proves thereby ‘ahat 
it-does not understand much of the| 
very complex Arab question. 

‘There are in the Arab world still 
other differences than those between 
‘Shia and Sunna, For instance, there | 
is the difference between nomadic 
Arabs and settled Arabs, and the 




















One Arable’ language does not 
exist. One may ‘understand the 
Arabie of the Koran, but if you 
speale that Janguage in the “bazaar” 
(market) of Baghdad, Damascus 
Cairo or Tunis, you might” as well 
speak Norwegian or Hindustani. 
Nobody will understand you, Four 
years ago I met in Baghdad the 
Netherlands chargé d'affaires in| 
Jeddah. He was a very clever man 
‘and could read the Koran as if it 
were written in his own language, 
‘but for travelling in Arab countries 
he took with him an interpreter. 

‘There are many spoken Arable 
dialects and the differences. between 
these dialects are considerable. An 
‘Arab ‘fom Moroceo catinot under- 
sland an Arab from Syria. Arabs 
from Moroceo coming from or going 
to Mecea, and visiting the holy town 
‘of Damascus, must there speak French 
In order to makesthemselves under- 
stood by the Arabs, ag I myself often 
witnessed, 

German propaganda now speaks 
also of the “holy war” which should 
be declared against Great Britain. 
But the “holy war” must be declar- 
ed by the Khalif, ond a Khalif hes 
hot existed since the last Khalif, 
‘Turkish ex-Sultan Abdul Aziz (full 
name Abdul Medjid fbn Abdul Aziz 
Khan), was dismissed by Kemal 
Pasha’ (ater Ata Turk), in 1924, 
without any strong protest from the 
‘Mohammedan world. Moreover, the 
revolutionary government in Iraq is 
‘a. Shia government, and the Shia 
Rover recognized the Khallfs. This 
was one of the big differences be- 
tween Shia and Sunna, Three of 
the most holy men of the Shia, Ali 
jand his sons Hassan and  Hosain, 
Were killed in wars against Khalifs. 

‘All this does not mean that there 
was no German propaganda, in the 
‘Arab countries. Certainly there was, 
‘and it startet! many years ago, About 
1931 an Arab. a Bedawi, told me in| 
the desert between Damascus and 
Baghdad, that the German ex-Em- 
peror Withelm was a true Moslem 
‘and hed been three times on pilgrim- 
‘age to Mecca. This Arab must have 
been a Shia, because I heard the sam 
story later, but only from Shia 
Mobammedans. ‘This story came, of 
course. from German propaganda. 
fand T shall not be astonished if an 
‘Arab tells me that Adolf Hitler is a 
true Moslem and that he has been 
(he does all on a large scale) twelve 
times on pilgrimage to Mecca.

Has the price of staple foods in- 
creased $00 per cent. in Britain sineo| 
the war commenced? In Shanghal it 
has, and how that increase has com-| 
plicated life for those who draw 
modest salaries in Chinese dollars, 
with total IEC. allowances not 
equal to 100 per cent, should be 
easily, understood by anyone who| 
pauses to think about iL ‘There are 
quite a few Britons in Shanghai 
whose present salaries including such 
HCL. allowances as, let's say gen~ 
erous employers have granted is less 
than ten pounds sterling monthly. In 
Briton nobody is paying income tax 
on wages or salaries so small. In 
fact, T venture to think that very 
few married men in that land are| 
receiving 30 
‘muneration. 

‘Not a few very respectable British 
families are in dire straits right here| 
in Shanghai today. Unlike myself 
they are not making a song and dance] 
about it, or turning Bolshie. ‘They; 
are tightening their belts and waist- 
bands, cating cheap substitutes. and 
‘even these in rationed quantities, for 
the wholesome foods they have been’ 
‘accustomed ‘to and in a position to 
purchase. 

‘Some, at least, of British business 
executives appear to be utterly. ci 
ous regarding the well-being of their 
compatriot employees. 

Instead of going after and for the| 
impoverished Britons resident here 
‘why not go out after the really big 
money? ‘The last year or two has 
witnessed 2 perfect epidemic of 
‘company promotions in Shanghal in 
which - some astute, far-sighted 
Britons, have played no smail part. 
It may be some of them were anxious 
to insure against a personal loss on 
long-standing investments by passing| 
‘the buck to the investing public. 

In some of Hongkong Registered 
Companies an overwhelmingly large| 
Proportion of the capital has been 
subseribed by Chinese, the British| 
part being very nominal indeed. 
‘There are quite a few large-scale! 
enterprises here under the British| 
flag in which the only British interest 
is a small investment and a shadow 
directorate. ‘These firms pay a few 
hundred pounds cach year as director 
fees {o their obliging British friends. 
and employ. one or two Britons—| 
usually at the lowest possible salary—| 
to ward off inquisitive Chinese and 
Japanese officials who may call’ to|

‘These firms, though the capital 
investment io very considerable and 
the profits good, pay no Sncome tax 
to either the ‘British or Chinese 
Governments, avold a multitude of| 
exactions to which the lew astule 
‘and. unprotected Chinese are. sub- 
Jeeted, havo been able fo keep ving 
‘when.’ the  unprotecteds been 
Brought to a ctandsilll and appear to 
ignore both Chinese and British re- 
gulations relating to the use of child 
abour. ‘These astute Chinese are 
making big money out of the pro- 
tection they have wangled and. are 
siving practically nothing in return, 

‘Why.’ then, Ham Catzpoxia waste 
time chivyying a few impoverished, 
sorel Britons for small 
‘subs, which they honestly. cannot 
affora, and leave this potential gold 
mine unexploied? . 

Surely the British government 
could initiate legislation, or issue an 
Qrder in Council by "which such 
companies would become liable 10 
Some lax, capital, income, or special, 
‘There must. be. some way discover: 
able whereby. these astute Chinese 

Britens, who are trading on the 
Unlon Jack. could be made fo supply 
the mecessary for. quite a few 
squadrons’ of Spitfires, “Hurricanes 
‘and other equally useful things to 
Our war effort. 

By the way, Britain needs not only 
money. Apparently she needs men, 
and needs them badly, when all she 
fould send to assist Greece was a 
couple of divisions, and these. bor- 
Fowed from another front where 
hard-won gains had not been con- 
solidated, 

What about the BARA. sending a 
recommendation to. the Home Gov- 
fmnment to extend conscription to 
Shanghai Britons?

Convoying 


America Must Make Sure That War Materials 
Reach Britain ; World Facing a Crisis 


‘Washington, May 7. 


PMMEDIATE use of the United States Navy ‘to make the seas 


‘secure for delivery of munitions to Britain, 


” was urged by 


Colonel Henry L. Stimson, Secretary of Wer, in a broadcast speech | 


to the nation Jast night. 


“The world is facing so great a crisis that all our efforts must 


be turned toward thé defence of 


our nation’s safety,” he declared. 


At the outset; Colonel Stimson answered some critics who today 
are calling him a war-monger and who are opposed to America’s 
Present efforts at national defence. : 


“The fact is that for many years 
after the Great War, both as a private 
citizen and as Secretery of State, T 
laboured with my fullest strength 
for establishment of a reign ‘of law 
‘among nations, under which thelr 
controversies should be settled by’ 
Judiclal methods instead of, by force, 
‘There wes a time when’ such a. 
movement seemed full of hope, 
Today that time hos passed—tem- 
porarily, we trust—and our hopes of 
ecee “have been dashed by inter- 
national aggression, 

“The world is» facing so great a| 
crisis that all our efforts must be| 
fumed toward the defence of our 
nation’s sefety, For that reason. 
tonight I am speaking of that erisis 
and of our defence in meeting it, 

“Tm 1983, 0 group of men under 
the leadership of Adolf Hitler ob- 
tained possession of the government 
of Germany and overthrew the 
German Republic, Both within and 
without Germany they have set 
‘back the clock more than five cen- 
turles, 

Scheme of Conquest 


“they have embarked on a scheme 
of, conquest which is avowedly 
Intented: to be” world wide.

It 
is not the sort of speech one would 
have expected from a great war 
leader’ of former days who Is accus- 
tomed to brush aside despondency ancl 
push onward to-a distant goal. 

“It was a speech with whieh T think 
the illustrious Marshal Petain might 
Wwell have enlivened the days of ML 
Reynaud’s cabinet. Tam grateful to 
him for one note he struck. namely 
that he’made It clear we should 
lose ‘our debate by a vote of con- 
fidence. Because of the kind of 
speech we heard from him. T think’ 
the Government were right to put 
down a vote of confidence, becatise 
sfler our reverses and. difappoint- 
nents in the field. they have the right 
to know where ihey stand with the 
Commons. and. where the Commons 
stand with the country. 

"It is highly important for the sake 
of foreign nations, especially nations 
balancing their policy ot the present 
time, that they should be left. in 
no doubt about the stability of this 
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resolved and obstinate War Govern. 
ment. It is essential, considering the 
tremendous issues at stake, that we 


should have certitude upon these 
matters, 
Lively Interest 
“In enemy countries there is the 


liveliest interest in our proceedings, 
T flatter myself that high hopes are 
entertained that all will not go well, 
with His Majesty's present advisers 
at the present time, ‘The only way 
in which these doubts ean be removed 
or these hopes discouraged is for 
such a vote to be decisive. 

“I should be the last to reject even 
unfair criticism, or fair erilicism 
‘whieh is so much more searching. but 
there is one kind of eriticism which 
fsa ttle irritating. 

“When a bystander secs a team of 

horses dragging a very heavy wagon 
uphill and cuts a switch from a hedge 
he may have a benevolent purpose 
‘and benefit may result from his efforts 
to get the wagon tothe top more 
quickly. But it would be a pity if 
the debate consisted wholly of eritical 
‘and condemnatory speeches. because 
that would give a distorted impres- 
sion to important interested foreign 
‘observers who are not well t.cquaint- 
‘ed with our parliamentary or political 
affairs, therefore I ask fof a vote of 
confidence. 
This is ‘a free Parliament and a 
free country. We have succeeded in 
maintaining under unprecedented 
difficulties and dangers which in some 
cases might be morial, the whole 
process and reality of’ our parlin- 
mentary institutions, I am proud of 
that, and it is one of the things we 
‘are fighting for. I eannot believe 
‘any. man would bear the kind of 
burden which falls upon she Govern 
‘ment today unless he was sustained 
by the strong convinced support of 
fhe, House of “Commons "and the 
nation. 

“The only relict 1 fect is that 
everything in human power was done 
by us and that our honour as a na- 
tion is clear. As far as the German 
invasion of the Balkans is concerned, 
we had long and ample forowarning 
of what was in prospect. 


Ample Warning 


“Our diplomacy has never ceased 
for a moment to apprise the countries 
of the perils coming on them, and to 
rge the common action by which 
alone security and safety could -be 
attained, For weeks we watched the 
remorseless movements of vast Ger- 
man forces through Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria towards 
‘Yugoslavia, until at least 40 divisions, 
ineluding ‘five armoured divisions, 
were massed on the scene. 

“Hiller has told us it was a crime 
in such elrcumstances for us to go te 
the aid of the Greeks. T'do not want 
to enter into any arguments with ex- 
perts. but this is the kind” of crime 
Of whlch he is a good judge. 

“Looking back upon the course of 
events I can only feel, as the Prime 
Minister of New Zealand so ably 
declared, that if we had to tread again 
{that stony path even with the know- 
ledge we possess today, I for one 
/would do.the same thing’ again, But, 
Jafter all military operations must be 
judged by the success which attends 
‘them rather than the 








which inspire them, though these too 
may play their pari in the verdict of 
hhistory and in the survival of races 
“It remains to be seen whether 
the Italian dictator, in invading 
Greece, and the German dictator, in 
coming to his rescue and involving 
Greece and Yugoslavia in a Uloody 
welter, will in fact have gained an 
‘advantage or suffered a loss when 
the full story of this war is complete 
‘even from the military viewpoint, 


More Serfs 


“The addition of the whol Balkan 
people to the number of ancient in- 
dependent states which have fallen 
under the Nazi yoke, and have to be 
held down by brute force or intrigue 
may by no means prove a source of 
strength to the Germany army. This 
vast machine is now spread from the 
Arctic to the Aegean, and from the 
Ailantic to the Black Sea, That is no 
Source of strength, 

“Nothing will debar the Germans 
from establishing and shaping a new 
Europe, and one will certainly 
emerge, more than the fact that the 
German army and the German raco 
have become, and are becoming more 
universally "and intensely hated 
among the peoples of all lands than 
‘any enemy or any race of which 
history bears record, 


“Some have compared Hitler's con- 
quests. with Napoleon's, It may be 
that Spain and Russia will shortly 
furnish new chapters 0 that theme, 
{t must be romembered, however, 
that Napoleon's armies carried with 
them the fleree, liberating equalilar- 
jan winds of the French Revolution 
whereas Hitler's empire has nothing 
behind it but racial  elf-assertion, 
espionage, pillage, corruption and the 
Prussian ‘boot, 

“I have confidence thit the will 
power of the British nation, express- 
ing itself through a stern, ‘steadrast, 
unyielding House of Commons, will 
‘once again perform its liberating 
functions and humbly execute a high, 
Purpose among men, 

“I say this with more confidence 
because we are no longer a small 
island lost in the northern mists, but 
around us there gather in broad array 
all the nations of the Byitish Empire. 
Now from across the Atlantic, the 
might of the United States proclaims 
itself on our side or at our side, or 
fat any rate near our side.

For some little time we people in Bri- 
tain have been told repeatedly by our Prime 
Minister, various Cabinet heads, and mili- 
tary, aval and alr experts—to say nothing 
of Hitler, Goering and Goebbels—that we 
fre to be subjected to an invasion unpre- 
Cedented in history for ferocity and ruthless- 
ness j furthermore, that we can now expect 
this at any minute. It is not known what 
new tricks of diabolical ingenuity Hitler 
may have up his sleeve, but we can be sure 
werare to be given the lot. Even with the 
Dest of luck a large number of our good 
people, men, women and children, are to be 
+ “eruelly done to death. ‘The famous British 
Stamina, the capacity to endure, to suffer 
and to’ survive, is to be given a supreme 
fest. Well, there is no reason why, like the 
condemned prisoner we are always reading 
About, We should not eat a hearty breakfast 
fon the morning of: the execution, Let us 
count our blessings. In the characteristic 
understatement of the English (which Tam 
told is s0 surprising to Americans) we can 
say the prospect is rather disturbing. But 
‘we have much to be thankful for. For in-

+ Among a people united in waging a war 
for a general aim there may be many. 
motives. Now so far as the average English- 
man is concerned I should not say that he 
would recognize himself in those favourite 
blanket denunciations by Goebbels and 
Gayda of ourselves as a race of hungry Im- 
perialists. In fact, T doubt whether if you 
stopped "100 intelligent-looking persons on 
the street in Britain many of them could 
tell you where the Empire is and so on. Yet 
among us I know there are backward folk 
who think of the Empire, Dominions and all, 
vaguely in an acquisitive possessive sense. 
‘They.are the same kind of simple souls who 
think we are fighting for John Bull, the 
British Lion, the British Bulldog, Britannia 
and all that collection of obsolete waxworks.

‘Australians and New Zealanders, repre- 
sentatives of Empire at an advanced stage 
of evolution, do not look at it in that way 
fat all. They do not regard themselves oF 
their homes as property belonging to Britain 
or anyone else, That goes not only for the 
descendants of transplanted whites but for 
native peoples also, Tell an Australian black 
that you own him and you will probably 
get n boomerang ‘hung round your neck. 
Tell a New Zealand Maori that you are a 
better man than he is and he will either 
hit you on the nose or raise the matter in 
Porliament. ‘They are no longer a mere in- 
vestment of exploiting plutocrats. Par from 
it. As the colonies grow up they claim the 
latchkey.

If there is any ‘questioning of the moral 
basis of Empire it is not to be resolved by 
going back to the brutal and degraded values 
of three centuries ago, and by handing over 
lands and peoples as ‘pieces of booty to be 
ruthlessly exploited by others; but by ad- 
vaneing forward to self-respect, independence 
and self-government for the dispossessed. 

















STRAY NOTES 


April 30.—One of the questions which comes 
most frequently. to those of us who are sup- 
posed to be versed in bird lore iy "Why do birds 
Frequent our garitens?” Or, to put it the other 

yy round, “Would not birds be much better 
‘off, out in the country, instead of hanging round 
houses whore cats and human enemies abound?” 
‘The answer to all such queries is of consider. 
able interest, and might well lla book: it 
fneludes, in tact, the history of all living things 
since man first lit a.flre and lived beneath a 
roof. Tt is easy to say that men, liking the 
sight and sound of birds, provide them with 
food: that does not take us far; for in the most 
poverty-stricken country where not one gra 
fof food can be given away, you will find that 
birds gather round the habitations of men for 
no easily apparent reason. Do birds like men? 
Have they some seeret admiration for the 
giants who walle upon two feet just as they 
themselves do when they are eartibound? That 
the answer Js in the negative you may quickly 
find if you will but walle out into your garden 
when the birds are hunting on your lawn. The 
true answer must be that birds favour the 
habitations of man because they get either or 
both of two things from him: food and shelter: 
the warmth and waste products of human 
abodes promotes the breeding of insects for 
Such bitds as the Swallows: gardens and lawns. 
provide sceds for the grain-eaters, fat worms 
for the meateaters and oddments for the 
omnivorous. Shelter is most important, but 
shelter plus warmth Is better still: the Magpies 
roost round the chimneys (and decorate them 
with twigs to make them seem more homely!) 
sparrows roost in the gutters (and note that 
there is always one black sparrow in a flock— 
this being the one that gets the dirtiest end of 
the gutter). If you have walked the London 
streets at sundown you may have seen the star- 
ings coming in by millions to roost in the shelter 
fof the walls of all our greatest museums and 
‘art-galleries. Shelter and warmth are probably 
more. important than food—as witness the 
London sparrows, which lost their livelihood 
with the coming of motor-cars, but whieh still 
Stuck to the eities—Es..

May &—Life is seldom dull for o bird 
observer... and s0 it was only a mild surprise 
when Twas rung up by a lady to. fell 
ime that she was being attacked in her garden 
by a Blackbird; had { ever heard of such & 
ease and what should be done about it? Not 
only did the bird attack her (pecking at the 
‘back of her head) but it purposely bespatiered 
her with its ever ready supply of the substance 
which has helped to make Chile famous. Think- 
Ing the matter over before visiting the scene 
fof these crimes, the only classical allusion to 
such attacks came to my mind in the form of 
the old rhyme which fnished up by stating 
that “the mald was in the garden, tianging out 
the clothes, when by flew a blackbird and 
snipped off’ her nose": perhaps after all there 
was something in it, and the post was not 
merely trying to be funny. And'so, in a pore 
fectly judicial frame of mind I went off to 
investigate the case of the man-eating 
Blackbird. When the lady led me to the scene 
of her adventures the big bad Blackbird soon 
put in an appearance, and I must confess that T 
have never seen a finer specimen of his kind, 
nor have I ever heard such a loud harsh ery 
as the bird produced: but while the two of 
Us were together he did not make any attack, 
T then asked the lady to walk past the tree 
again while 1 walked away...and the bird 
immediately made a low swooping attack at 
hher head, not #0 completely and effectively as 
fon previous occasions... but quite fercely 
enough to prove to me that her story. was 
correct: “my presence, even at a distance, 
probably made him a’ little more tmid, This 
bird is a particularly strong specimen of his 
kind, and T can only think that his unusual 
flerceness must be due to an over-enerous 
‘supply of vitamens from the beautiful garden 
by which hig nest is surrounded. ‘The only 
similar ease 1 can think of was one in which 
‘a Blackbird so quelled the spirit of a big 
black Persian cat (by the same “blitzkrieg” 
method) that it dare not walk in the garden. 
The lady now wears a mackintosh cape—a 
luxury denied to the cat—and 1 really eannot 
think’ of any-better solution —es.w. 























ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 
May 5—The dignified Foxglove (Digitalis 
purpurea) is now in full flower and the tall 
Mower spikes, rising out of a mass of handsome 
leaves, are adding charm to the herbaceous 
border.

We did not seo any fox- 
gloves in a charming little garden wo visited 
fon Tunsin Road a few days ago, but there were 
dozens of other annualy in flower: as a matter 
of fact, the place was literally a mass of bloom, 
‘There ‘was a garden within’ garden on the 
fast side of the residence: a white “Wendy” 
house, looking very neat and tidy with its wine 
dow ‘boxes full of scarlet yeraniums and. its 
white garden railings enclosing a small garden 
planted with violets and phlox and protected 
from cold winds by a tall euonymus hedge. In 
front of the “Wendy” house there is a. very 
high swing which must give much pleasure 10 
the youngsters, for all members of the younger 
generation love to “fy” so high as they ean do 
on the swing we saw. The lawn is divided into 
two sections by a large group of trees growing, 
on a mound: there were maples, flowering 
peaches and many other trees with a bed of 
verbena here and there and an occasional globe 
artichoke to add a touch of colour to the sce 
Along the east side of the garden, fronting 
mixed shrubbery, a large flower-bed was look- 
ing very gay with antlrehinums, pansies, phox, 
‘stocks, “larkspurs and’ other plants. A closely 
clippett “Box” hedge along the front of the 
terrace gave it a neat appearance and provided 
2 nice foreground for the geraniums and agaves. 
Tulips in the beds In front must have been 
beautiful a few weeks ago, for there were plenty 
of flower stalks when we saw them. On the 
west side of the garden there is another long 
flower border which Is a mass of colour in 
front of a Wisteria-covered pergola that 
‘separates the flower garden from the vegetable 
section. Further south, red maples-were bright 
ening up the garden, while hollies | and 
cercis shrubs were planted as “dot” 
Plants on the lawn. The vegetable garden was

‘The individual flowers of the ‘latter 
were smaller than those of the European species 
Dut the tree was almost porfect. It was grow- 
ing in» group on the lawn so perhaps its posi. 
tion had something to do with its shape: ex 
posure docs help a tree to develop correctly. Tt 
twas covered with terminal panicles of flowers 
which showed to advantage against its hand. 
some leaves. The pink-flowered species was 
growing Ina more sheltered position in another 
farden and although the tree was not quite so 
symmetrical ay the one seen on Sunday, it was 
a gorgeous sight: the pink flowers were vers 

attractive and showy. We notice that the Water 
Lily is starting to flower: the one we saw was 
probably Numphew alba, its flowers were larger 
than those of the Chinese specles N. pyomaa. 
Garderiers are beinning to get busy preparing 
for the Flower Show scheduled to be held on 
May 24 and 25, We notice many Ivy-leaved and 
other geraniumy being carefully trained fo bam~ 
Boo frames, while ina garden on Aventie Hal, 
we saw six beautiful pots of the Star Jasmine 
(Prachelospermim  jasminoldes). ‘They _ were 
very large plants and in full flower—a gorgeous 
sight—and we hope that they are not over by 
the time the Flower Show comes along. ‘This 
plant is offen called the white Jasmine and a 
few. years ago we had many enquiries for it 
from England where it does not appear 10 be 
too plentiful. Tt iv a native of China and the 
branches have the same habit as Ivy; they emit 
Toots when they come Info contact with moist 
places and the plant soon covers a large area if 
Toft undisturbed. The largest specimen we know 
Is growing on the bungalow at “Delaware 
Heights." It's propagated by the Insertion of 
half-ripened cultings and It is well worth 
growing for its handsome foliage av well as its 
Aeliciously fragrant flowers—W.k, 


May 10—A heavy downpour of rain did not 
Prevent us going to see Mrs. Gande's roses 
this morning. We like the freshness of a garden 
afler rain; many of the weaker Mowers hang 
their heads, it is true: but the trees and shrubs 
look brighter than they do at other times and 
the colours of the leaves show to belter ad~ 
vantage. We saw some beautiful roses in the 
garden and first place must be given to "Mme 
Gregoire Stacchelin.” What a charming rose 
this hybridtea Is!
